FREE TRADE has been in the news a great deal lately and the 
topic of many a heated discussion. The list of pros and cons 
goes on and on. There are fears of trade imbalance, loss of 
employment, threats to natural resources, G.N.P., etc. The 
implications are far reaching and of serious concern to many. 

It seems to me, however, that free trade has been going on 
across the Canadian-U.S. border for years. Most any wooden 
nickel collector can vouch for that. I've been exchanging woods 
with our American friends long before the term "free trade” 
dominated the news media. 

We usually exchange one for one, that's a good trade balance; 
I've never heard of anyone losing his job over a wooden nickel; 
the amount of wood in a wooden nickel is hardly a threat to our 
forests; and to me, G.N.P. means "Great Nickel Pursuit”. 

So what's all the fuss about free trade?

Christmas wood flat illustrated below. The relief is easily felt by running one's @ 
finger over the wood. The firm is a member of the three largest wood clubs in Canada 
and the United States and specializes in screen printing.
